NEW BAY STATE LAWS 


Many of Great Importance In Effect 


Today For the First Time 


Boston, Jan. 1.—A number of laws 


enacted by the legislature go into ef- 
fect today. The most important Is the 
lifty-slx hour law, 
which provides 


that no child under the age of IS and 
no woman shall be employed In a 
manufacturing or mechanical estab- 
lishment for more than fifty-six hours 
In any single weelt. 


The new automobile law provides 


new and uniform speed regulations, 
new penalties and a sliding scale sys- 
tem for license fees proportionate to 
horsepower, and ranging from ?5 to 
$25. 


Employes Injured in the discharge 


of their duties through a defect In ma- 
chinery will he entitled to action for 
damages. If such defect is reported 
to the person whose duty It Is to rem- 
edy the defect.

Show That New Canals Are In Pro- 


cess of 
Construction—Remarkable 


Discovery Announced and Circum- 


stance Described at Special Session 


of Scientists at Boston 


Boston, Jan. 1.—Life on Mars is 


the logical and almost inevitable de- 
duction from the latest observations at 
Flagstaff Hill as related by Dr. Percl- 
val Lowell, the 
noted 
astronomer. 


"Animate will" is the term Lowell ap- 
plies to the force which Is bringing 
about a most remarkable phenomenon 
on the planet. 


In the popular way of reporting what 


Lowell has discovered, in terms ap- 
plicable to seemingly similar under- 
takings on cartli, the inhabitants of 
Mars are engaged at this moment In 
building a new system of canals. 


Dr. Lowell's first public statement 


concerning the observation was made 
at a special'' session 
of 
sect'on A 


(mathematics and astronomy), Amer- 
ican AsEOciatlon for the Advancement 
of'Science, and he spoke in terr.is 
within the range of understanding of 
a lay public which had been Invited. 


In his Introduction Dr. Lowell com- 


mented upon the different definitions 
of the word new, noting that In one 
sense it referred to what hud lievor 
before been seen by human eye and 
then apain It IK new because it never 
existed iH'fore. 


"Now canals un Mars, In the first 


sense," said the speaker, "though al- 
ways interesting, and at times highly 
Important, are no novelty at this o!i- 
servatory, Inasmuch as at least 400 
have been discovered here In the past 
fifteen years. 
When SchlaparelJI left 


his great work he had 
mapped 117 


canals; with those detected at Flag- 
staff in addition, 
the 
number has 


risen to between five and six hun- 
dred. 


"To observe, however, a canal new 


in the sense that it twd never existed 
anteriorly, and to prove the fact is an 
astronomic detection of 
a 
different 


order and one the significance of which 
speaks for Itself. 
This is what has 


happened at the last apposition at 
Flagstaff." 


On Sept. 30. 1909, when the region 


of the Syrtls Major came into view 
again after its periodic hiding cf six 
weeks, two striking canals were evi- 
dent to the cast of the Syrlls in places 
where no canals had ever previously 
been seen. 
Not only was their ap- 


pearance 
unprecedented, 
but 
the 


canals themselves were the most con- 
spicuous ones on that part of the disc. 


The new canals ran from the bottom 


of the Syrtls Major and from a point 
on its eastern tide south, converging 
lo an oasis, itself new, on the Cocy- 
tiis about two-thirds of the distance 
to where that canal meets t!:e Amen- 
thes. 
The Amenthes itself was not 


visible except possibly as a suspicion. 
The new canals were recorded in in- 
dependent 
drawings 
by 
Assistant 


Slipher and the director, and shortly 
afterwards were photographed as the 
most conspicuous canals 
In 
the 


Images. 


That the canals were Indeed new 


was conclusively established by ex- 
amination of the records of previous 
years. 
The records of the observa- 


tory go back to 1S94. Nor had any 
observer 
previous to 1894 recorded 


them. 
Schiaparelli had never seen 


them nor had his predecessors or suc- 
cessors. 
This determined definitely 


that no human eye had ever looked 
upon them before. 


"But stirring as it is to know that 


one is the first to see a new topo- 
graphical feature on another plauet," 
said Lowell in his description of the 
discovery, "akin to the thrill of find- 
ing land In our own Antarctic regions, 
there is a scientific interest greater 
still in learning that the phenomenon 
was not only previously undiscovered, 
but actually previously non-existent. 
For in that case one has seen, some- 
thing come into being, with ail that 
such origination implies." 


The speaker then took up the ques- 


tion of whether the canals might not 
have been there all the time, but un- 
seen. This, he said, may be answered 
definitely in the negative.

In this case Lodge offered the order to 
print, but a vote of the senate was 
necessary to secure action, hence the 
technical responsibility for the repub- 
lication is supposed to fall upon the 
senate body rather than upon Lodge. 


The senate always has proceeded on 


the theory that a republlcatlon is a 
compliment and benefit to writer and 
publisher, and no complaints for In- 
fringement appear to be on record.
